WASHINGTON (Ai—Several 
key 
Republican congressmen were re­ 
ported today to have advised Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower to expect little or 
no action by Congress this year 
fo lower tariff barriers against for­ 
eign goods. 
Republicans have fought tradi­ 
tionally for tariffs high enough to 
protect American 
industry 
from 
competition at home from cheaper 
foreign goods. 
Tariffs are taxes

on 
foreign products as they enter the 
United States, in

their prices here. 
Eisenhower received

B, Randall of Chicago, Inland Steel

The report, sprinkled

the President be given power to 
lower tariffs by 5 per cent a year 
over the next three years. 
In addition, the report said, the 
President should be empowered to 
reduce any tariff to 50 per cent of 
the value of the goods imported.

House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, in a blistering dissent, said 
such a program “ admittedly will 
create unemployment and adverse­ 
ly affect business in this country.”

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A NOBLE VEHICLE 
DISPATCHES reveal that progress is in­ 
exorable and that the New York City Coun­ 
cil has passed an ordinance permitting use 
of the “ stock” sedan as a taxicab. . 
For years, the great open spaces of the 
New York cab have appealed to the casual 
visitor as one of the bona fide wonders of 
the metropolis, comparable in its fashion 
to the Statue of Liberty or Central Park. 
In no other transport vehicle under the 
sun is there as much room for leg stretch­ 
ing. Such is the width of the door and so 
spacious the headroom that an invalid can 
be trundled into the rear from the sidewalk 
without arising from the wheelchair. 
On moving day, it will accommodate 
mother, crib and baby and still leave room 
for the highchair. A scoutm aster can use it 
to move a whole den of cubs from point to 
point. 
Now all of this rapture is going and will 
soon be gone. Reading this news, m a n y 
will have a feeling that the world is grow­ 
ing smaller and the walls are closing tight 
around them. 


THEY'LL BE WALKING NOW 
EXCEPT THOSE WHO presumably will 
now have to walk instead of riding around 
in government cars, not m any persons will 
be disturbed by the announcement that by 
next July the federal fleet of automobiles 
will be sm aller by 7,055 than it was a year 
ago. 
According to Budget Director Dodge this 
m eans that the government’s capital in­ 
vestm ent in cars will be reduced by $9.5 
million and that a saving in operating costs 
of $2 million will be achieved annually. 
These amounts are not large, w h e n 
stacked up against the national budget. 
They are important, however, if regarded 
as a symbol of what can be done when a 
resolute effort is made to save the taxpay­ 
ers’ money. Incidentally, does anyone fear 
that any re$l suffering will follow this 
economy step. 
After all there still will be 51,719 auto­ 
mobiles available to government officials 
and workers who need them in the pursuit 
of their duties, etc. 


MEAT FOR ENGLAND 
NEGOTIATIONS ARE under way to do­ 
nate surplus U. S. m eat to Britain. While 
a nominal price will be paid under the Mu­ 
tual Security Act, the money will be re­ 
turned to the London government, osten­ 
sibly for use in connection with the defense 
effort. And England has just “ purchased 
tobacco to the tune of $20 million under a 
similar arrangem ent. 
England continues to be a dependent na­ 
tion so far as the United States is c o n ­ 
cerned. In behalf of European security, 
millions continue to flow across the ocean 
with the object of aiding Britain. While it

LAFF-A-DAY 


As part of Columbia University’s bi-cen­ 
tennial celebration, in response to the slo­ 
gan, “ M an’s Right to Knowledge and the 
Free Use Thereof,’’ much is being s a i d 
which implies that, in the United States, 
man is somehow being deprived of knowl­ 
edge and the free use thereof. 
For instance. Chief Justice Earl W arren 
said at one of these convocations: 
. .Our strength is in our diversity. | 
Our power is in freedom of thought and of ' 
research. When men are free to explore all 
avenues of thought, no m atter what preju-1 
dices m ay be aroused, there is a healthy I 
climate in the nation. Dissenters can let ! 
off steam. That is important, too. 
“ The greatest figures in American his­ 
tory have always recognized this as inher- I 
ent in our system. The founding fathers 1 
themselves were not orthodox either in 
thought or expression. They recognized 
both the right and the value of dissent in 
their generation." 
Everything that the learned Chief J u s ­ 
tice says is more or less true, but w hat 
precisely does it point to? Naturally, dis­ 
sent is normal to our particular society. 
We have more than 250 differing Protes­ 
tants sects to prove that no prohibitions on 
dissent are exercised. Even the C om m u­ 
nist P a rty is not outlawed in this country. 
Whoever said anything about putting down 
dissent or dissenters0 
I listened to the Chief Justice deliver 
that address at the Waldorf Astoria and I 
could not help wondering why he should 
have said what nobody denies and that 
does not require repetition to remind one 
of the truth thereof. Or does the Chief J u s ­ 
tice confuse, as so many professional ora­ 
tors do, espionage, treason, intellectual en- j 
slavem ent to a foreign enemy with t h e 
free expression of opinion? 
The “ right to knowledge” involves t h e 
will to know. The doctrinaire peon, serv­ 
ing a rigid system controlled by a foreign 
potentate, possesses neither the freedom I 
nor the will to search for knowledge nor 
to use it freely. His mind is held in bond- j 
age and his conduct is mesmerized by his j 
master. The fact that a m an is by voca­ 
tion a professor in a university does not 
make him different from other men, nor 
does it m ake him more or less responsible 
for his conduct than other men. 
Nor is academic freedom a greater or a 
lesser freedom than any other. Freedom of 
the press, for instance, would not save me 
from a libel suit, although I might claim ; 
the right to knowledge and the free 
use 
thereof. 
So, academic freedom cannot s a v e a 
professor who uses his exalted position to 
conduct subversive propaganda on or off 
the cam pus or who has engaged in a con- , 
spiracy to overthrow the American gov- I 
ernm ent by force, violence or any other 
means. Nor could such a slogan be of any I 
moral value were he to use a research po­ 
sition to steal documents or the results of 
experiments and to give them to the agents 
of a foreign power.

DIET A N D H E A L T H 


Bed Seres Difficult to Treat 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THE individual who is con­ 
fined to his bed for long periods 
of time due to illness or injury 
m ust cope with his disability and 
also with the additional problem 
of bed sores. 
We are all living longer, and our 
chances of coming down with a 
chronic illness th a t can confine 
us to bed are greater. Therefore, 
it is im portant th a t we all know 
how to prevent these ulcerous 
sores. 
Areas of Pressure 
Bed sores are caused by a local 
dying of the skin over areas where 
pressure is exerted for long pe­ 
riods of time. It is very common 
over spots where th e bones pro­ 
trude, such as th e lower p art of 
th e spine, the projections of the 
thigh bones, th e heels, and the 
ankles. It is more common in 
elderly people who have disturb­ 
ances of circulation. 
Any person who m ust be con­ 
fined to bed should be turned and 
moved frequently. The bedding 
should be kept smooth and clean 
and the bedding and skin should 
be dry at all times. Sometimes a 
mild antiseptic powder is helpful 
in preventing these sores. 
Rubber Ring Helpful 
If one spot gets excessive pres­ 
sure, a loosely inflated rubber 
ring can be very helpful in pre­ 


venting damage. In m any in ­ 
stances, when it is known th a t a 
person will be confined to bed for 
months or years, specially con­ 
structed m attresses which m e­ 
ch?, . ne? ly change th e pressure in 
different areas can be used to 
prevent bed sores. 


Vitamin C Recommended 


A bed sore is very difficult to 
treat once it has formed. Since 
Vitamin C is an im p ortan t factor 
in healing, a diet high in this 
vitamin should be used. Protein 
foods are also im portant in this 
sense. Cod liver oil ointm ent as 
well as the antibiotic ointm ents, 
such as bacitracin, are also of 
great help in healing these ulcers 
once they have formed. 
Dried hum an blood plasm a was 
recently used in clearing up these 
bed sores. It has been found th a t 
th.s dried plasma is very effective 
when applied locally on the ulcer. 
The physician will decide in each 
care 
. it what tre a tm e n t should 
be used.

struction.” 
T here can be no d isa g reem en t 
with these sentim ents, but does it 
m ean th a t in turbulent tim es a na­ 
tion m ay not protect itself from de­ 
struction by Trojan Horse and Fifth 
Column activities by its foes: No 
one objects to “ free investigation” 
or “ faithful ex p erim en t.” The ob­ 
jection is to espionage and 
tr e a ­ 
son. It m akes a great difference.

WASHINGTON MPV—You m ust file 
an incom e tax return on or before ! 
March 15 if you m ade as much as 
$600 in 1953. 
You m ust report 
your 
incom e 
even if legal deductions are large 
enough to relieve you of paying any 
tax. You may even get m oney back 
after filing a return. Most em ploy­ 
ers deduct taxes from 
pay. 
I f s 
the taw. Many taxpayers find that 
such deductions are 
larger 
than 
the amount they owe. 
The earlier you get your return 
in, the sooner you will get any re­ 
fund that may be due. Things also ; 
w ill be speeded up if you print “ re­ 
fund’ on the envelope in which you J 
turn in such a return. It will get 
priority treatment. 
Age m akes no difference, lf you 
m ade as much as $600 you m ust 
file a return. 
The tax law and the form s are 
the sam e as last year, but there 
have been som e new rulings, som e 
o. which could save you m oney. 
You m ay have heard of the re­ 
duction in income tax that went 
into effect Jan. I, 1954. It averages 
about IO per cent for m ost people. 
But ‘hat has nothing to 
do with 
your 1953 return, due March 15. 
If tax deductions are being made 
from your pay, they m ay now be 
a little sn aller than they were last 
year, but that will appear on the 
return you file March 15, 1955. 
There are two things som e peo­ 
ple forget in tiling a return: 
1. You must sign it. And if it is 
a joint return, so m ust your wife 
or husband, even if only one of you 
had incom e. 
2. Yon o ust attach any Form s 
\V2 you may have earned. Those 
are the little slips from em ployers 
showing how much you earned and 
what the deductions were. If you 
worked for more than one em ploy­ 
er in 1953 you may have several 
of these. Attach all of them.

I things m eans that you have not 
legally filed a return. 
A joint return nearly alw ays re­ 
sults in a lower >ax for a husband 
and wife. In using it you split the 
! ii.com e and figure each half at a 
lower level. You can split the in- 
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com e even if only one of you earn­ 
ed anything. 
You can get help from the In- I 
ternal 
Revenue 
Service. 
First, 
there is an instruction pam phlet 
m ailed to you with your tax form. 
Second, you can 
get 
a 
booklet 
“ Your Federal Income T ax,” for 
25 cents 
from 
the 
Government 
Printing Office, 
W ashington 
25, ; 
D. C. It was written by R evenue 
Service people, 
is 
authoritative, I 
com plete and 
well 
indexed. 
It 
covers the problems of most tax­ 
payers. Third, you can talk to tax j 
officials. 
Your bank or postoffice can tell 
you where the tax officials can be 
found. They are there to help you 
not to squeeze out more taxes. 
Did you work 
for 
yourself 
in 
1953? You follow the sam e rules as 
em ployes, but you probably have 
a special Social Security paym ent 
to make. 
An em ploye pays I Vat per cent on 
the first $3,600 he earns. His em ­ 
ployer pays another IV2 per cent. ; 
But if you were your own em ploy­ 
er, you pay only half the em ploy- j 
er’s sha^e plus the em ploye’s share. 
That total’s 2U per cent of the first 
$3,600 incom e. You must pay if you 
had incom e of $400 or more. 
But there are exceptions. Among
